The mes- 
sage reads: "Pray for me." 


NOT HEAVY ENOUGH 


Is the Japanese Army to Compel Sur- 


render—Some Opinions in Berlin 


and in Paris. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—(Bulletin)—Of- 


ficial announcement of the fall of Mukden was re- 
ceived at .the Japanese legation this afternoon from 
Tokyo. The dispatch adds: "The bloodiest battle 
of the war is now progressing in various places 
about Mukden." A second dispatch to the Jap-

anese legation this afternoon 'from Tokyo says the 
Japanese have occupied Fushun. 


.TOKYO, March 10.—(Bulletin)—It is announced 


that the Japanese occupied Mukden at 10 o'clock this 
morning. 


Enormous quantities of stores and hundreds of guns fell into the hands 


of the victors. At the end the Russian fled in panic. Thousands of prison- 
ers surrendered to the Japanese. The fighting continues to the northwest and 
the Japanese are/pu=hing-the advance.' The most intense jubilation^ prevails" 
over the fall of Mukden. Patriotic processions formed in the streets and 
great crowds joined in marching and cheering. Business fs suspended. There 
is a difference of opinoin here as to whether the victory 
will mean peace. 


The most capable diplomats decline to commit themselves, saying every- 
thing depends upon the Czar. 


KUROPATKIN IN A VERY TIGHT PLACE. 


LONDON, March 10—News is anxiously awaited regarding General Kur-. 


apatkin's position. Nothing is known yet as to whether he will be able to 
cut his way through to Tie Ling. Ttie latest telegrams indicate if he at- 
tempts to get to Tie Ling he might go by way of Fushun. He must first 
move eastward to Gushun before striking northward, for Tie Ling. If Kur- 
opatkin attempts this, he will be compelled to fight the fearful rear guard 
acting withiBUTsvuns Japanese. If he is delayed by such fighting it will give 
time for General Oku's force to advance directly north to Tie Ling, joining 
the armies -of Generals Nodzu and Nogi on the way and allowing them to 
reach Tie Lang before Kuropatkin. It is generally agreed by war experts to* 
day that Kuropatkin's position is one of the most desperate known in the 
history of War. If he succeeds in extricating even part of his force and reach- 
ing Tie Lang safely, the feat will rank him as the greatest master of retreat 
of modern times. 


KUROPATKIN MAY SAVE SMALL FORCE. 


TOKYO, March 10—Montaro Abe, secretary of the Japanese legation, 


says the Japanese are not too sanguaine that Marshal Oyama will be able sur- 
round Kllfopatkin and compel him to surrender. 


'It is entirely too much to expect that we can encircle 500,000 men. We 


think it possible Kuropatkin will be able to cut his way through with a 
small force." 


GREATEST BATTLE EVER FOUGHT. 


- Mukden has been- Kuropatkin's base since his masterly retreat from Liao 


Yang last fall. He entrenched men along the Sfaahke and Hun rivers south 
of Mukden and made another stand. The Japanese attacked the Russians 
vigoriusly pome daye, conflicts for the possession of Lone Tree hill, an im- 
portant strategic point, being particularly sanguinary and bringing out the 
gallant bravery of the men of both armies. Cold weather and probably the 
fact that Oyama wished to awaint the fall of Port Arthur, brought active 
hostilities to a close with the Russians maintaining their positions north of 
the Shahke river, and retaining possession of Lone Tree hill. The Japanese 
took their positions on the south bank of the Shahke and the armies remain- 
ed all winter practically inactive, but ,both strengthening themselves. The 
fall of Port Arthur released about ?5,00o veteran fighters led by Nogi. The 
Japanese brought,up Nogi and his men and on February 26 Oyama began his 
wonderful encircling movement, which ended in the tail of Mukden today, 
kuroki commanded the Japanese right. Nodsu the center. Oku the left. The 
Russians were literally trapped in a circle of steel. The fighting, which last- 
ed twelve days, was desperate and sanguinary, the men on both sides display- 
ing great hardihood and bravery. The battle will go down in history as the 
greatest the world has ever seen. Nearly 1,000,000 men were engaged and 
it is estimated that more, than 100,000 were killed or wounded. 


Fighting which made the fall of Mukden possible occurred late yester- 


day at the village of Dinshantan, six miles west of Mukden. The fighting 
was the bloodiest of the great battle. The Japanese stormed the place repeat- 
edly, and once dislodged tie enemy, but the Russians by a desperate counter- 
attack, recaptured the place. Its possession was of vital importance to the 
Japanese and they reformed their lines and again and again resumed the at- 
tack. Dinshantnn finally fell into their hands after a desperate hand to hand 
encounter. The witnesses say Uie dead are scattered in the streets, court- 
yards and houses and still remain unburied. Then the Japanese were en- 
abled to train 1heir guns on Mukden and from this they opened fire at dawn 
today. Late advices say the Japanese are now concr-nt rating their 
efforts 


seven miles north of Mukden and five miles west of the railroad io break 
through, cut oft" and surround the Russian troops below. 


* Berlin, March" 10.—Military writers 
here, discussing General Kuropatkin's 
situation, admit its extreme serious- 
ness hut do not believe a new Sedan 
will follow, arguing that the Japanese 
army is not heavy enough in numbers' 
to compel a surrender. Unstinted 
praise is given Field Marshal Oyama' 
military achievement in the presenl 
battle, but i* is believed "that the terri- 
tory over which the fighting has been 
going on is too enormous to expect 
that the Japanese seriously plan to 
surround the Russians. 


NOT DECISIVE 


Is the Defeat of General Kuropatkin,

Paris, March 10. — The desperate na- 


ture of General Kuropatkin's position 
excites the liveliest interest and con- 
cern among the officials and military 
critics -here. The official advices are 
meager, but the unofficial reports re- 
ceived are accepted as showing that 
the battle of Mukden has resulted in 
the most serious land defeat Russia 
has suffered during the war.

New Russian Loan. 


Paris, March 10.—One of the bank- 


ers forming the syndicate which is 
floating the new Russian loan said 
that the negotiations in Paris and St. 
Petersburg were 
practically com- 


pleted excepting the details. How- 
ever, he added, the issuance of the 
loan, which will not occur before May, 
may be further deferred. The amount 
of the loan is now fixed at ?100,000,- 
000. The rate will probably be a shade 
higher than 4% per cent.

Kuropatkin's Army Can Not Extricate 


Itself—Every Avenue of Escape 


• Cut Off by the Japs. 


RUSSIAN PEASANTS ARE RISING. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 10.—Disturbances in 


southwestern Russia are on the increase as the Peasants 
are creating trouble. Troops have been dispatched to 
the scene of rioting to suppress the outbreaks. 


London, March 10. — Mukden at 


noon Thursday was still occupied by 
the Russians. Fu pass, 12 miles to the 
eastward and on the Hun river, a 
•vital point for General Kuropatkin in 
the retreat of his eastern wing, was 
bombarded by the Japanese for an 
hour early in the day, Russian artil- 
lery replying vigorously. The outcome 
at this point seems to be in doubt. 
A windstorm of hurricane fury was in 
progress. No reports from the com- 
mander-in-chief later than Wednesday 
have been given out at St. Petersburg. 
Press dispatches from Mukden indi- 
cate that considerable Japanese'forces 
are well north of the city of Mukden, 
and that the railroad, upqp which de- 
pends so much for the Russian army, 
is seriously threatened, if, indeed, it 
has not already been cut.

St. Petersburg, March 10.—Officials

Their explanation of the dis- 
patches of Generals Kuropatkin and 
Sakharoff, reporting fighting on the

the- Russian line screening the com- 
munications with Tie pass, but the 
public regards it as an acknowledg- 
ment that General Nogi has already 
severed the Russian line of communi- 
cations and inclosed at least a portion 
of General Bilderling's army, which 
was bringing tip the rear. The dis- 
patches show bjeyond doubt that Gen 
<eral- Nogi has-|actually succeeded in 
reaching the ra-Hroad. although it was 
specifically affirmed that the line was 
repaired and reopened. It is possible 
that this temporary interruption may 
have caused the Tokyo report. 


The most important news received 


from Russian sources is the informa- 
tion that the Japanese already have 
reached the Hun river. Fu pass is 
only 12 miles east of Mukden and well 
westward of General Linevitch's line 
of retreat. Whether the extreme Rus- 
siaa left has already succeeded in re- 
tiring behind the Hun river and mov- 
ing down the north bank of that 
stream to join hands with General Ku- 
ropatkin's main force is not stated, 
but it is extremely probable that un- 
less the Russians are able to defend 
the crossing at Fu pass General Ren- 
nenkampff's corps and perhaps addi- 
tional forces will be cut off and have 
to shift for themselves in the moun- 
tainous region north of Fushun.

Midnight closed the tenth day of the 


•fttanic struggle for the possession of 
Mukden and the mastery of a vast 
empire, the tenth day of unceasing 
conflict under exploding shrapnel, the 
roar of cannon and the whistling ot 
bullets; the tenth day without sleep 
and without food. The combat is fast 
reaching a point where it is a question 
not so much of turning columns, of 
tactics and of strategy as of whose 
strength, energy and cartridges will 
last the longest. 


The worn Russian forces clung dog-

hours the Japanese have not eaten. 
They are starving and exhausted, but 
Field Marshal Oyama himself has told 
them that the city will fall and the 
slaughter stop on Friday, and their 
confidence in their leader increased 
their strength tenfold.

day, when the Russians took.TJnshun- 
tun, a few dozen Japanese clung to the 
thick-walled temple and refused all 
overtures to surrender. Cannon were 
brought up and breached the walls, 
but the dare-devil courage of the de- 
fenders continued under the fire, and 
finally, when defense was hopeless, 
they blew themselves skyward with 
the ruins of thc temple. One survivor, 
rather than surrender, threw himself 
into a stone-rimmed well and per- 
ished. And yet the rank and file and 
inferior leaders, stern in their sense 
of -duty, are as unsparing of them- 
selves as of the men whom they led 
to death. Stern Oyama drives his 
troops northward to encircle the city. 
With every fresh flanking movement 
the iron band closes nearer the rail- 
road, and under this menace the First 
and Third armies were forced last 
night to abandon the mighty fortifica- 
tions on thr Shakhe river, give up the 
Impregnable Pontiloff hill and retire 
to the line of the Hun river.

TOWARD INDIA 


RUSSIA DISPATCHES TROOPS AJND 


MILITARY SUPPLIES. 


Would Impress the Afghans—English 


Activity is Not to-the Liking of 


the Slav.

St. Petersburg, March 10.—Russia 


Is steadily reinforcing her military 
strength, .both in men and guns, in fife 
direction of the Indian frontier. Great 
military activity is reported on^the re1 
cently completed Orenburg-Tashkend 
and other strategic railroads through, 
Merv t^ Krasnovodsk. Troops, gung 
and munitions of war have been mov- 
ing southward for two ^months.. Be- 
tween the middle of January and the. 
middle of February 56 military trains, 
mostly carrying artillery, arrived at 
Tashkend. The guns were mostly sent 
from Merv, from whence a purely mil- 
itary railway line goes to Kursk. The 
only explanation of the renewal of 
Russia's Inilitary activity is that' it 
probably is a demonstration to im- 
press Afghanistan. 


A high official, however, made the 


following statement: "We Russians 
can not get over the idea that, sooner 
or later, a conflict with Great Britain. 
ouT traditional enemy, is inevitable, 
and we realize that our only path to 
victory lies in the direction of India. 
The expedition to Tibet was in direct 
violation of Great Britain's • solemn 
assurances to us. Colonel Younghus- 
ban£ negotiated a treaty which so 
closely 
approached 
a 
protectorate 


over Tibet that the British govern- 
ment was obliged to administer «. pub- 
lic rebuke to him. Then Lord Kitch- 
ener"? scheme for (the reorganization 
of the Indian army blossomed, and a 
so-called commercial expedition was 
sent to Persia. The son of the Ameer 
of Afghanistan was next brought to 
Bombay. Then pressure was put upon 
Turkey to settle the Aden-Hinterland 
question, and now there is a project 
of autonomous Arabia, Great, Britain 
has been making hay while the sun 
shone. But. Russia can not bold her 
hands and sec Tibet and Afghanistan 
placed completely under British influ- 
ence. I have no personal fcnr>w3rdi;<? 
of what, if any. steps have bc-c-n ia!k«Ti j 
in Afghanistan, but Russia is not so i 
engrossed or helpless as to be obliged ' 
to relinquish border states without a! 
straggle."

OIL AND GAS LEASES 


Court 
Orders the Assessors to Tax 


Leases in West Virgnla as Per- 


sonal Property. 


Morgantown, w. Va., March 10.—In- 


censed at the failure of the legislature 
to compel the payment of a fair pro- 
portion of taxes by coal, oil and gas 
interests In the state, citizens of this 
county appeared by attorneys and re- 
quested the county court to take ac- 
tion. The court entered an order re- 
quiring the assessors to tax all leases 
for oil and gas as personal property, 
and also ordered the prosecuting at- 
torney to bring suit for the recovery 
of five years' taxes based upon this 
method of taxation. It is estimated 
that since oil and gas was found in 
this county the Standard Oil company 
alone has not paid taxes upon at least 
$25,000.000 of oil and gas, and figures 
•R'ere produced from the records of the 
court to this effect. 


CAN'T GET DAMAGES 


For Breach of Promise Because the 


Fair Plaintiff Was Afflicted with 


Consumption. 


Seattle, Wash, March 10.—If tuber- 


culosis is an infectious disease, which 
passes from parent to offspring, then 
it is against public policy for 
such 


marriages to be permitted, and no 
person should be mulcted in damages 
who breaks a promise he has made to 
marry such an affected iierson. 


That was the opinion rendered by 


Superior Judge Albertson in deciding 
a motion to strike out interrogations 
propounded in the suit of Rosena E. 
Grover against Mayor Zook of Ballard. 
The young woman seeks to recover 
from him $25,000 damages for alleged 
.breach of promise. 


Mayor Zook admitted he had prom- 


ised to marry the woman and would 
have done so had he not later discov- 
ered that she was affected with tuber- 
culosis. 


The cuestion 'before the court was 


a novel one, raised possibly for 
the 


first time in the United States. The 
cou^t declared that in a marriage con- 
tract three parties 
were 
concerned. 


The man, the woman and the state, 
and that the state had a right to ore- 
vent any marriage which would be 
dangerous to it.

State Hospital 


LATEST IS FROM LICKING CO, 


None of tbe Propositions Come from 


Cities or Villages-All are from 


tbe Country Districts. 


Columbus. O., March in.—Over sev- 


enty sites have been offered for the 
proposed new state tuberculosjs hos- 
pital—almost one for every county in 
the 
state. The latest proposition 


comes from Licking county and 
it 


seems that the Black Hand site, fully 
detailed in the Advocate of last Tues- 
day, comes as near to filling the bill 
as any of them. A large number of 
the places suggested will not be con- 
sidered because they lack the reauired 
elevation — 800 feet. The Licking 
county land has an elevation of over 
1,000 feet, it is well drained, tillable 
and a river close by. It is a remark- 
able fact that that none of the site 
propositions come from cities or vill- 
ages. These communities seem to be 
afraid of contagion from the hosnital. 


Last night's 
Columbus Dispatch 


printed the following: 


"Licking county is in the race for 


the securing of the state tuberculosis 
hospital, for which the state has ap- 
propriated $65,000," said D. S. Munsel, 
of Newark, at the Hartman. 


"The land which 
Licking county- 


will offer to the state lies in the vi- 
cinity of Black Hand, and, I think, is 
in every way adapted to the require- 
ments. It is over 1000 feet above the 
level of the sea, and has many natural 
advantages which should appeal to the 
state authorities. In the first nlace, 
the Licking 
river, 
which 
nasses 


through Black 
Hand, provides an 


abundance of good water. The drain- 
age is perfect, the soil productive, 300 
of the 400 acres of the tract being 
tillable, the remainder being high land, 
especially suitable for a hospital of 
this kind. 


"The special tuberculosis 
hospital 


commission is now giving a hearins; 
to those who have sites to offer, and 
Lickins: county's turn will come in a 
few days. After each section having 
a site to offer, has been- given a hear- 
ing, the health board and soecial com- 
missioners 
will 
personally 
inspect 


each tract under consideration, 
and 


will recommend the 
one in their 


judgment is best suited to meet every 
ixigency. 
The 
land recommended 


will be the land purchased by the 
state, and it is only natural that I 
should feel an interest in the irntier. 
and to hope that Licking county will 
be chosen."
